I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1955? 
duriiig  which  year,  on  I4th  March,  I "became  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health, 

The  year  was,  in  general,  a satisfactory  one,  as  shown  in 
the  statistics  and  incidence  of  general  infectious  disease; 
although  there  is  a higher  rate  of  tuberculosis  in  Bungay  than 
in  some  of  the  surrounding  areas. 

Perhaps  the  main  problem  during  the  year  v/as  the  care  of 
aged  persons  who  had  reached  the  stage  of  inability  to  fend  for 
themselves,  either  because  of  physical  or  mental  weakness. 

This  problem  v/ill,  of  course,  increase  each  year. 

Powers  are  provided  to  deal  v;ith  these  cases,  but  in  two  of  the 
three  cases  dealt  with  this  was  not  found  necessary,  the  position 
being  remedied  by  persuasion. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops, 
factories  and  housing,  is  compiled  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
to  whom  I am  indebted,

The  cases  all  occurred  in  the  first  half  of 
Three  v/ere  aged  3-9 1 one  was  aged  46. 


Measles;  One  case  was  in  the  second  quarter  and  the  other 

in  the  third  quarter.  Both  were  in  group  of  3-9  years. 

Acute  Pneumonia;  Five  of  the  six  cases  occurred  in  the  first 

half  of  the  year,  and  were  over  65  years  of  age.  The  other  was 
aged  40. 


Food  Poisoning;  The  two  cases  occurred  early  in  September, 

both  in  the  same  family-  The  condition  was  thought  at  first  to 
be  dysentery,  but  on  examination  of  specimens,  the  organism  was 
found  to  be  Salmonella  typhimurium. 

No  source  cf  the  disease  was  found  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 
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Puerperal  pyrexia;  Definition  - This  is  any  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a woman  in  v\fhom  a temperature  of  100. 4* Pc  (38* C)  or 
more  has  occurred  within  fourteen  days  after  childbirth  or 
miscarriage . 

The  notifier  is  required  to  give  the  cause y so  that  possible 
action;  if  the  condition  is  due  to  infection,  can  be  taken. 


Infective  hepatitis;  The  cases  occurred  steadily  throughout 
the  year.  The  disease,  commonly  called  ’jaundice’,  is  infectious, 
is  due  to  a virus  and  is  difficult  to  prevent.  Fortunately  the 
illness  is  usually  mild. 

The  disease  is  notifiable  in  East  Anglia,  this  area  being  chosen 
to  give  some  idea  of  actual  incidence  of  the  disease. 

A circular  letter  was  sent  by  me  in  December  to  all  the  General 
Practitioners  giving  the  recommendations  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  prevention  of  spread. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation;  The  following  are  the  figures  for 
Bungay  Urban  District: 

During  1 955  > 46  primary  immunisations  v/ere  carried  out  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  and  by  the  General  Practitioners.

NOTE  The  fall  in  the  number  of  children  immunised  is  a 
matter  for  concern.  If  insufficient  children  are  protected 
diphtheria  will  have  an  easy  spread  with  possibly  fatal  results. 
During  1955 > in  England  & Wales,  1 6l  cases  occurred  (provisional 
number).  Of  those,  11  died  (provisional  number). 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  (and  whooping  cough  combined) 
can  be  commenced  at  3-4  months  of  age,  and  involves  a total  of 
three  injections,  one  at  monthly  intervals. 

There  is  practically  no  upset  in  the  child. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox:  This  should  be  carried  out  in 

all  infants,  especially  boys.

Tuberculosis  Prevention;  The  use  of  BoCeGo  in  inoculating  against 
Tuberculosis  has  been  advocated  for  some  time. 

To  my  mind,  the  best  way  to  ’prevent*  tuberculosis  is  to  diagnose 
cases  early  - by  the  use  of  mass-radiography. 

The  response  to  an  offer  of  an  X-ray  of  the  lungs  is  usually  poor, 
40%  of  adults  approximately  virill  attend.  Often  it  is  in  those 

persons  who  refuse  to  attend  that  cases  of  the  disease  exist. 

Perhaps  in  time,  the  welcome  measure  of  an  annual  X-ray,  compulsory 
for  all  those  over  15  years,  will  be  instituted.

This  water  is  of  good  organic  quality  and  its  bacteriological 
condition  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Analysis  as  a whole  differs  little  from  that  of  samples 
taken  from  the  same  source  on  previous  occasions.  The  total 
hardness  approximates  to  24°Clark,  which  is  about  average 
for  waters  in  East  Anglia  derived  from  chalk.  The  reaction 
of  the  sample  was  almost  exactly  N tralj,  and  the  free  carbonic 
acid  was  not  excessive.  Metalic  contamination  was  absent 
and  the  clarity j odour  and  taste  were  all  satisfactory.

Bulk  Supplies;  Water  was  supplied  to  parishes  within  the 
Wainford  and  Loddon  Rural  Districts. 

Extensions  v/ere  made  to  the  4"  and  3"  water  mains  for  further 
development  of  the  St. Mary’s  Field  building  site. 


SEY/iiGE  DISPOSAL; 

One  attendant  is  employed  full  time  and  one  part-time. 

The  majority  of  the  Town  is  adequately  sewered,  but  there  are  still 
30  properties  not  so  provided,  v/hich  are  principally  situated  in 
isolated  positions  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Town,  or  levels  do  not 
permit  their  being  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Since  the  1954  report  7 properties  not  provided  with  main  drainage 
have  been  declared  individually  unfit  dwellings  and  all  of  these 
are  nov/  unoccupied  and  awaiting  demolition. 

Three  properties  have  had  flush  lavatories  installed  and  septic 
tanks  constructed. 

Tv/enty-four  of  the  properties  mentioned  in  paragraph  1 , are  provided 
with  pail  closets  which  are  emptied, by  the  Council’s  Scavenging 
staff,  each  Wednesday  evening. 

It  is  hoped  that  v/ith  the  continuance  of  the  Council's  building 
prograram.e , that  these  medieval  sanitary  conditions  will  be  still 
further  considerably  reduced. 

Five  properties  in  the  Bridge  Street  area  v/hich  discharge  sewage 
into  the  River  Waveney  were  the  subject  of  investigation  by  myself, 
and  the  Representative  of  the  East  Suffolk  & Norfolk  Rivers  Board. 

It  is  apparent  that  considerable  quantities  of  surface  water  drainage 
passes  to  the  sewer  mains, and  in  time  of  heavy  rain,  most  sewers  in 
the  town  are  v/orking  at  full  capacity;  this  is  particularly  so  in 
the  mains  from  Duke’s  Bridge  to  Mile  End,  where,  during  storm  periods, 
pressure  in  the  main  backs  up  at  the  Eastern  extremity  and  ultimately 
overfloY/s  at  inspection  chambers. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE; 

Collection  is  carried  out  weekly  from  all  dwellings  in  the  town,  v/ith 
the  exception  of  a fev/  isolated  properties  on  the  outskirts. 

Refuse  is  also  collected  from  business  premises  each  Saturday  morning. 
Disposal  of  refuse  was  made  at  the  Council  Tip  at  Ollands  Plantation. 
The  refuse  tip  already  having  beached  over  its  capacity,  negotiations 
were  in  progress  v/ith  the  Loddon  and  Wainford  Rural  District  Councils, 
v/ith  the  view  to  renting  a site  suitable  for  this  purpose, 

Jn  order  to  ensure  that  the  refuse  tip  does  not  become  a source  of 
major  rate  infestation,  monthly  inspections  and  treatment  were  carried 
out,  and  at  no  time  v/as  the  tip  found  to  be  grossly  infested. 

Notices  wev  served  upon  the  ov/ners  of  two  properties  for  the 
provision  oi  new  sanitary  dustbins,  and  in  each  case  informal  action 
sufficed  ,j  cecure  compliance.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19U9: 


The  fulfilment  of  the  Council’s  responsibility  under  this  Act  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part  time. 

Sewer  disinfestation  is  carried  out  at  six  monthly  intervals,  by 
a reciprocal  assistance  arrangement  between  myself  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  the  Borough  of  Beccles, 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  (infestation  Control  Division), 
are  responsible  for  the  co-ordination  of  Anti-Rodent  work,  and  pay 
half  the  total  expenses. 

The  introduction  of  the  poison  ’Warfarin’ , which  I first  began  to 
use  in  1954j  represents  a great  advance  over  other  forms  of  treatment 
for  surface  infestations. 

The  degree  of  infestation  in  sevi^ers  progressively  improves,  and  the 
population  of  rats  therein  has  systematically  reduced. 

Business  premises  were  inspected  from  time  to  time,  for  Rodent 
infestation,  and  private  dwelling  houses  as  and  when  requested  by 
the  occupant  or  owner.

There  are  88  Shops  trading  within  the  Urban  District,  and  during 
the  year  1953?  the  responsibility  for  inspections  under  this 
Section  of  the  Act  were  delegated  to  the  Local  Authority. 

The  proprietors  of  six  shops  are  holders  of  exemption  Certificates 
issued  by  the  Council.

Informal  notices  to  remedy  these  defects  were  served  and  complied  with. 

Periodical  inspection  of  Shops,  Stall,  Vehicles,  Restaurant  and 
Hotel  kitchens,  and  premises  where  food  was  being  prepared,  have  in 
all  cases  given  satisfaction  as  to  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 

The  Food  Hygiene  regulations,  1955s  vi^hich  came  into  operation  on 
let  Jany.  1956,  set  out  a number  of  regulations  to  ensure  that 
foodstuffs  are  more  hygienically  handled,  and  a copy  of  the  Summary 
of  these  regulations  was  posted  on  31st  Dec, 1955s  to  all  premises 
dealing  v/ith  foods.  Certain  of  the  requirements  under  these 
regulations  demanded  compliance  by  1st  July,  1956.

Sampling  of  milk  from  the  herds  of  producers  was  undertaken  by  the 
County  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  in  previous  years. 

Samples  taken  were  in  all  cases  satisfactory. 

As  Bungay  is  a designated  area,  retailers  are  only  permitted  to 
sell  pasteurised  or  T,T,Milk. 


FOOD  & DRUOS; (other  than  Milk) 

21  samples  were  taken  of  which  20  were  satisfactory,  and  one  sample 
of  dripping  had  a slightly  high  acid  value. 


ICE  CREAJ/I; 

There  are  17  premises  in  the  town  registered  for  the  sale  of 
Ice  cream,  only  one  of  which  manufactures. 

Two  premises  are  equipped  for  manufacture  to  the  standards  required 
under  the  heat  treatment  regulations  1947/48?  "but  neither  are  now 
manufacturing  in  the  manner  to  which  these  regulations  apply. 

One  manufactures  by  the  complete  cold  mix,  and  the  remaining  16 
shops  are  concerned  only  virith  the  sale  of  pre-packed  blocks  which 
are  delivered  into  the  tovm  by  bulk  manufacturers. 

Routine  visits  have  been  made  to  retailers  of  Ice  Cream,  and  I am 
satisfied  that  these  preparations  are  hygienically  served. 


HOUSING

Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954;  During  the  year  between 
August  31st,  1954  and  August  31st,  1955?  I carried  out  the  inspection 
of  368  dv/ellings  in  the  town, as  required  by  the  Act,  and  as  the  result 
of  this  survey,  124  properties  v/ere  reported  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  as  being  individually  unfit  dvifellings. 
Sites  for  development  within  the  Tov/n  are  almost  non-existant ; and 
if  v/e  are  to  solve  the  problem  of  re-housing  the  aged  folk  at  present 
living  in  the  unfit  dwellings  mentioned  above,  a bold  and  energetic 
building  programme  is  essential.
